{urferting with his droues of Harlots , could 
not any way be ſatisfied amongeſt the heards 
of Hoggs. | 

In the 5, of Jobxverſe.3; There lay a multi. 
tude of impotent folk at thepoole of Betheſda: 
Some blinde, ſome halt, ſome withered. So 
; many 
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many ſicke, ſo many ſinners. Itis plaine by 
Chriſts words : Sinne no more, leaſt a worſe thing 
come nto thee. Sinne no more ; Therefore hee 
ſinned before: therefore he ſickned, therefore 
Iegabell died, therefore all the world ſhall be 
diflolued. 

It is the wicked mans curſe, that Hee [ball 
not liue out balfe his dayes. VV hy, doth God 
alter his decrees ? Surely no ; But man having 
a gencrall period of Life, by naturall conſtitu- 
tion, that if ſickneflewithin, and caſualties 
without doenot take away life, hee may at- 
taine to the yeares of his Fathers. But wicked 
men pull ypon themſelues ordinary rottenneſſe, 


43 andextraordinaryiudgements : They live not out 


balfe their dayes. 

Toconclude. Why will you die , Oyou houſe. 
of Iſraell* 

No man ts [o fearefull at his Death, as the. 
Carnal! man that is Prodigall of his life. 
But if this were all, the Epicure. would doe 
well enough. Hee would fay of his Death ; 
Quando ors et, nos non ſumns , quando n0s ſt- 
mus, mors non eſt : Vhen Deathis, wee are 
not ; VYhen wee are, Death is not. There 
is therefore another Death which impriſons 
© 1 a 
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adamned ſoule in a tormented body. VYhere 


Deathis, and Man is. Vbi animaeſt non rviuendi 
cauſa ſed dolendi : V here, ſaith S. Auitey, the 
ſoule is not to giue comfort of life ; but to giue 
theſcnceof eternall Death. The apprehenſi. 
on of which Death, hath drawne water out of 
rocks, and clouen iron hearts in ſunder, It is 
the excellent ſpeech of Luther. Qnz nouit quid 
fit certare cum formidine eterne mores, in ſantbo- 
run fletibus nullos exceſſus reperiet * Hee that 
knoweth what it is to ſtriue with the feare of 
eternall Death, (hall finde no ſtrangenes in the 
afte&cd paſſions of the Saints of God. 
Yourecadof Peter that he wept bitterly. Of 
Teremy that he was drunke with wormewood, 


Of Mary that waſhed Chriſts fecte with teares. * 


Of Dauid, that he cauſed his bed to ſwim. Of 
Texas , that hee cried out of the belly of hell. 
Their hearts whileſt they ſinned , werelike 
frozen ſnowballs ; when they melted with ap- 
prehenſion of eternall fire , they thawed out 
at their eies, and cauſeda flood of teares. 

It is obſeruable in Chris prayer,Lik. 13.34. 
Father, forgiue them,they know not what they do. 
In the Conuerts prayer, AF.2. Men and brethren, 
Quid faciemus,what ſhall we do * VVhen they 


Cru- 
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crucife, they know not what they doe : when 

they heare they haue crucified, they know 

not what to doe. 

I will concladethis point,with another paſ- 
ſionate meditation : That a ſorrowfull ſoule 
apprehending the wrath of God, and the in- 
finit puniſhmene due to fin.Such a ſinnergoeth 
to heauen by the very gates of hell;his ſighes, ie. 
as pillars of ſmoake perfumed with myrhhe, 
aſcend vp intothe preſence of God,to implore 
mercy, being fully aſſured in the middeſt of 
all his feares, that howſocuer Erernall Death is 
the waves of jmne,yet that the Gift of God is erer- 
nall life through Ieſus Chriſt our Lord. 

This is the Tree of life, the Roote whereof 
is theGrace and gift of God by Jeſus Chriſt: The 
Fruit eternall Life,and happineſſe. 

F Ofthelethe timewill not permit toſpeake 
F largely ;and yet no Tongue can ſpeake ſuffi- 
' ciently. 

In the Roore, we may firſt obſeruethat it is 
aCift. Deathis wages, no Gift. Life isa Gift, 
and no Wages. Wages ſuppoſeth Demerrit. Gift 
ſuppoſeth no Merit. If it beea Gift, then isit 
not deſerued. If it bee Deſerued, then is it no 


Gift. In one word S. Bernard hath concluded 
it 
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it .Sufftcit ad meritum ſcire, quod non ſufficiant me- 
riea;It is ſufficient toknow of Merits that there - 
is no ſuthciency of our Merits. | 

A Giftthen itis : but not everyGift. A piftit k 
is,but not every way a Gife. For firſt;lt is Donum | & 
Dei,theGift of God; to make a diftinfion from * 
mens Gifts. And next it is per JeſumChriftum,by 
Ieſus Chris, to diſtinguiſh it fromthe common * 
Gifts of God. Firſt :Itis the Gift of God ; not * 
the Phariſes Gift. Math. 28 .They gaue largegifts | 
fo the Souldiers,to equiuocate & lie artificially; F 
Say that whilſt wee ſlept his Diſciples ſtole him a» | 
way. But the Gifrs of Godare not giuen to cor-« * 
rupt vs, butto amend vs. It is no Phariſes Gift. Þ 
Neyther is it Dionyſus Gift;to rob the temple 
that they may buildan Hoſpitall. Thepriceof 
Chriſt was ſuch a Giftto buy the Potters field to Þ 
burie ſtrangers,but it is the Field of Blood vntill ? 
this day. 

God takes not life from one,that hee may 
oiueittoanother. Our Saluation is not builded 
vpon the Angels Damnation: But in the due order 
of cauſes, hee would haueallto be faued. 

It is not Jacobs Gift, for feare of Eſau, to 
pacifie Eſaus wrath. For whether we liue, we liue 
vnto the Lord, or whether we die, we die vntothe 
bs 8 Lord, 
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Loyd. whether wee line therefore or dye, wee are 
theLords, Romanes 14.8. 

It is not «mW, as the Greeke Orator ſpeaks, 
the Hyukters Gift : who looke for more, for the 
| reward of theirgift, thentheprice of thegifs: 
4 For our living for ever , addes nothing to Gods 
bleſſedneſſe, butto our bappineſſe... 

It is not any mansgift, which is ſubieR to re- 
+ penting, for the vnthankefulneſſe of the receiner : 

For thegift of life in the Saints of God, hath this 
. | power, that as itgiueth Happineſſe, ſo it wor-

But of the goulden apples of eternity how 
ſhall ſpeake? It is the confeſſion of Philsſopby, 
Dz that 
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thatqurvnderſtanding of heavenly things, is 
Some woſugianr YaueTe wel 12 pryyr, as the eyes 
of Batts and Owles, that cannot behold the 
Sunnes glory. 

It is the Profeſſion of Diwinity, that theſe 
ioyes were neuer perceived of the eye : Neuer 
yectiued by the eare Never conceined by the 
heart of man, 1 Corinth.z. Yet, as the Apoſtle, 
ſpeakes Videmus per ſpeculum,we ſee in a Glaſe; 
as Elias, wee {ee vnder a Mantell, the glory 
and happines of heauen. 

For whats moreglorious- on earth then a 
Kingdome ? A Kingdome is promiled, Lyke $2, 
Feare not little flocke, it is your Fathers pleaſure, 
f0 giue you a Kingdome. VV hatis the honorof 
a Kingdome, but a Crowne A Crowne is promi- 
ſed, yea an incorruptible Croyne of Glory, 1 Co- 
rinthians 9. 

VVhat is in a Crowne more precious then 
the maſlinefle of Gold, and luſtre of Tewells? 
Andtheſe arepromiſed. 4erernum pondus gle- 
rie: Ancternall waight of glory, 1 Corinth. 5. 
And our Bodyesto be like theſtarres in beauty, 
x Corinthians 15. 

But what ſpeake 1 of Srarres* The Scripture 
laith-. 
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faith, that our Bodies ſhall be like to the Bodis 
of Teſus Chrift , whoſe glory is ſhadowed out 
with the compariſon of Angels. Marth. 28. 3. 
The text ſpeaketh of the Angell, that his comy- 
tenance was like Lightning, and his Raiment like 
enow. Matthew 17.2 . The text ſpeaketh of 
ChriSts transfiguration , (the glaſle of his glo- 
ry ) that his Face did ſhine as the Sunne,and his 
Garments .as the Light. 

Our glory (hall-not belike tothe Angells,light- 
ning, and ſnow; but to Christ the ſun and light of 
heauen. Sothat at theday of iudgement, Leah 
ſhallnotarife with bleare ryes;norMepbiboſberh 
with limefeete;nor Ehud with a withered Arme. 

- Butthe Bodyes of the Saints ſhall ariſe ,.avſo 
many glorious Swnnes , fromthe Horrizon of 
Earth, to.the circumference of Heanen. 

Lamſwallowed vp in contemplation ,.and 
muſt conclude with the hiſtory. of the Queene 
of Sheba, vnto King Salomon, 1 King 10.6.Shee 
ſaid vnto the King, Ir was 4 true report that 1 
beard in my owne land of thy Afts and Wiſdome : 
Howbeit I belecued not , till Icame , and mineeyes 
had ſeene : and benold the halfe was not old me.
